Hi  listeners/subscribers, 

As  this  paper  goes  to  press  we  are  still 
in  the  middle  of  our  Marathon  Fund  Raising  Drive, 
flpefully,  by  next  issue  we  can  give  you  all  the 
info  on  how  much  we  raised  and  how  well  the 
checks  are  coming  in.   At  this  point  we  have  raised 
almost  $50,000  in  pledges  and  we  are  striving  for 
$70,000  but  the  real  story  will  be  told  later 
when  the  pledges  and  promises  are  kept.   Many 
people  forget  to  send  in  their  checks  and  some 
pledges  are  made  by  cranks  who  just  want  us  to 
stop  pitching  and  go  back  to  programming.   We 
are  hoping  for  at  least  a  70%  return. 

We  are  also  looking  for  other  ways  to  raise 
funds... off  the  air,  and  any  of  you  who  have 
ideas  for  benefits  and  fund-raisers,  please 
contact  me  at  the  station.   Clarence  Lusane  has 
been  appointed  to  head  up  the  development  and 
formation  of  WPFW  Support  Groups  in  different 
parts  of  our  listening  area,  so  he's  the  person 
to  contact  if  you  and  your  friends  would  like  to 
form  a  group  to  help  the  station. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  our 
news  format,  and  the  news  will  no  longer  be 
aired  at  8PM.   It  will  come  on  at  7PM  and  run 
anywhere  from  15  to  30  minutes  in  length.   We 
were  forced  to  cancel  our  Associated  Press  Wire 
because  our  operating  budget  couldn't  handle  the 
strain  of  an  additional  $450  per  month  for  the 
service,  and  we  are  trying  to  develop  creative 
ways  to  raise  funds  for  the  News  Department.   One 
way  you  can  help  is  to  perhaps  take  out  a  sub- 
scription to  a  newspaper  or  magazine  that  our 
News  Staff  needs.   Please  give  them  a  call  and  find 
out  what  they  don't  have... which  is  practically 
everything. 

Robert  Enger  is  our  new  Chief  Engineer,  and 
we  are  glad  to  have  him  on  board... he's  be  n  with 
us  from  the  beginning  as  a  volunteer  and  we  know 
he'll  make  a  fine  Chief. 

A  new  Local  Advisory  Board  for  the  Station 
has  been  put  in  place  and  the  people  on  the  new 
Board  are  raring  to  go... and  will  help  connect 
the  station  to  many  parts  of  the  communities  we 
serve,  as  well  as  overseeing  the  work  of  the 
station  and  raising  much  needed  capital  for  our 
operation.

I'm  extremely  appreciative  of  the  Latin  American  affairs 
program.   The  host  of  that  program,  whose  name  I  don't  re- 
call, is  well  informed  and  most  articulate. 

Don't  ever  take  away  the  South  American  music  show  on  Friday 
afternoons.   It's  relieving. 

The  idea  of  on  the  street  opinion  polling  is  of  some  interest. 
Why  not  take  one  question  per  week,  say,  related  to  some 
national,  international,  or  local  issue  and  get  opinions  on 
such.   Responses  could  be  played  back  on  the  air  in  a  20-30 
minute  segment.   A  bit  of  statistical  analysis  could  be  pre- 
sented also.   A  public  who  is  constantly  confronted  with 
statistical  quotes  should  be  aware  of  how  this  information  is 
gathered,  the  several  different  ways  it  may  be  interpreted, 
and  the  specific  reasons  why  any  particular  analysis  was  done 
in  the  first  place. 

Is  it  possible  to  attain  a  copy  of  listings  of  tapes  available 
from  the  Pacifica  Archives  for  sale  to  interested  parties? 
I  would  appreciate  a  copy  of  such  a  listing.

You  proclaim  constantly  that  you 
are  committed  to  the  Washington  com- 
munity; if  this  is  so,  why  not  get 
out  to  the  suburban  kids? (of  which 
I  am  one)  If  you  play  a  wider  variety 
of  music,  I'll  guarantee  that  the 
listening  audience  will  increase, 
and  the  more  people,  the  more  money.
